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His estate records show that Colonel John Glenn 
died intestate on June 22, 1797 on his plantation near 
Abbeville, S.C.*° His wife, Sarah Bacon Glenn, had died 
the preceding year.+* Colonel John's probate package in 
the Abbeville Courthouse in Abbeville, S.C. contains a 
wealth of information, especially the sale of his goods, 
which establishes the fact that he was farming, living and 
keeping house on his plantation near Abbeville, S.C. at 
the time of his death in 1797.45 Where were the Glenns of 
Rockingham County, North Carolina when these events were 
taking place in South Carolina?

in the courthouses of our country, waiting to be discovered 


by patient, diligent, and dedicated researchers; 
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In the will of John Glenn, Sr. he names his wife, 
Sarah, his son, William, and his son-in-law, Darby Ryan, 
as his executors. Witnesses were John Jones, Pacience 
Jones, Robert Wall, and David Murphy. His children were 
named in the order of their birth.1?8 
- « « that the residue of my land and Moveable 
Estate-should be sold and equally Divided between my 
Children; William, Mary, Salley, John, Abraham, 
Isaac, [ink spot], Daniel, James, and Elizabeth and 
also at her death her of the land and 
her Childs part of the moveable estate to be sold 
and Equally Divided Between my Children above men- 
tioned, etc.?9 
My next step, then, was to determine the death 
date for John Glenn, Sr. We can place it within the period 
of 1800, when he was on the census and 1808, when his ex- 
ecutor, Darby Ryan, was deceased in Surry County, 7.6.2" 
Not finding John, Sr. on the 1810 census of Rockingham 
County, N.C. made me think he was deceased, because of his 
advanced age, rather than having moved to another county 
or state, 
Finding Darby Ryan required a lengthy search in 


several bordering counties in North Carolina and even into 


Virginia, where I found him in Henry County, Va., selling 


land with his wife, Mary, in 1782.21. 
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Henry Co., Va., the 18th of May 1782, Darby Ryan and 
his wife, Mary, of Henry County, 52 acres of Pig 
River. 
We now have proof that Mary Glenn married Darby 
Ryan prior to 1782. This established the fact that Mary, 
the oldest daughter of John Glenn, Sr., was married at 
the time that Mary, the daughter of Culonel John Glenn, 
was younger than 10 years of age.== 
I had the eens fortune to find Darby Ryan ana 
Mary in Surry County, N.C. where he and Mary were on the 
1800 census, This census shows Mary to have been born 
1755-1774.7°5 Darby Ryan died August 16, 1808 in Surry 
County, N.c.** Mary "Poly" Ryan was appointed Administra- 
trix at the August Court, 1808 of Surry Co., N.c.?5 From 
census records and other sources we know now that John 
Glenn, Sr. was born 1730-1740.2© We know that he was at 
least twenty wasn older than Colonel John Glenn. His 
fifth child, eaarerneet Glenn, wen born in 1763 in North 
Carolina.*” Records of Lunenburg County, Va, show that 
Colonel John Glenn and Sarah Bacon were married there in 
L770." 
The confusion concerning the identities of the 
two John Glenns began in the 1930s by descendants of James 


S Having read 


Glenn, the youngest son of John Glenn, Sr.* 
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several books by Landon Bell, on Lunenburg County, Va., and 
noting in his book, The Old Free State, that John Glenn 
married Sarah Bacon on July 12, 1770, the family assumed 
that this must be their John Glenn married to a Sarah 

.°° at this time, they were unaware of John Glenn's 
will and all the nine children. 

I was further confused on my first trip to Rock- 
ingham County, N.C. when I visited Glenn Chapel Church 
Cemetery, near Stoneville, N.C. and found the following 
three monuments in the Cemetery: On one was inscribed "To The 
Memory of Sarah Bacon, wife of Colonel John Glenn of 
‘aces County, Virginia.” Beside it was another, "To 
The eee of James Glenn, son of Gellonel John Glenn and 
Sarah Bacon, born 1780 oad died 1844." The third tomb- 
stone was inscribed, "To The ite eine of Sarah Webster, wife 


of James Glenn. "%1t 


I then visited with the custodian of 
this graveyard, and he told me the story of the transfer 
in 1933 of the bones from three unmarked graves on "Beaver 
John Price's Place" to three freshly dug graves at Glenn 
Chapel Cemetery, above Stoneville, N.c. I inquired about 


tombstones, footstones, and markers at the old graveyard. 


I learned that there were no markers, tombstones, etc. 


in this deserted cemetery, now covered heavily with timber. 
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I then inquired as to where he knew to dig for these bones. 
He answered, "I was told to dig where three flags had been 
placed to mark the spots." I also found that the tomb- 
stones of the period in which John and — died were 
still available at the time they were placed in Glenn 


Chapel Cemetery.?? 


After 125 years of sleep, is the spirit 
of John Glenn, Sr. restless and disturbed that his Sarah 
was taken from his side? 

Remembering that Colonel John Glenn died in Abbe- 
ville District, S.C. in 1797 and his wife, Sarah Bacon, 
died there in 1796,°* and that John Glenn, Sr. died in 
Rockingham County, N.C., 1800-1808,°5 let us refer to a 
very important deed of sale in Rockingham County, N.c.°%5 
Also a record from the Rockingham County Court Minutes.?7 
These are final and irrefutable proofs that Colonel John 
Glenn, his wife Sarah Bacon, and John Glenn, Sr. and his 


wife, Sarah » were not of the same family, and cer-' 


tainly not the same man and woman.
